It will be business more or 
less as it should have been last 
September, when Andover 
teachers return from vacation 
next Monday to the beginnings 
of a contract settlement. 


While the teachers will have 
the final say in a membership 
vote to be taken within the next 
week or two, Andover Educa- 
tion Association leaders came 
to terms with the school com- 
mittee late Friday night, on the 
eve of their February break. 

Forced back to the bargain- 
ing table by order of the state 
Labor Relations Board, the two

Injunction Sought To 
Bar Closed Meetings 


A hearing is scheduled in 
Probate Court, Salem this mor- 
ning on a preliminary injunc- 
tion to prohibit-the Andover 
Board of Selectmen from 
holding closed meetings. 

The hearing follows the issu- 
ing of a temporary restraining 
order last Thursday by Judge 
Albert P. Pettoruto which 
prohibited the selectmen from 
holding closed meetings and 
was sought by the Andover 
Townsman and Lawrence 
Magle-Tribune newspapers. 

The action followed the an- 
nounced intent of the board to 
hold closed meetings, or ‘‘work 
sessions’’, to discuss the 
budget.

Ahouse, who has been 
negotiating with the teachers, 
said this week that according to 
current projections, the com- 
mittee probably did plug in 
cnough money in next year’s 
budget to cover the hikes. 
However, he said, it may be 
very tight. 

Ahouse added that he didn’t 
feel either side had won in the 
current negotiations. The 
school Committee, he said, had 
to push its budgetary limits 
farther than they wanted. 

On the other hand, he said he 
felt the teachers had lost a fair 
umount of respect from the 
community as a result of their 
work stoppage. 

Negotiations for the two-year 
contract began more than 18 
months ago, and salary and *‘- 
just cause’’ for dismissal and 
demotion have been the 
primary snags. When the new 
school year began without a 
contract, the teachers began 
adhering only to the ‘‘letter’”’ of 
last year's contract, reporting 
only 15 minutes before school 
and 30 minutes after. 

Many of the ‘‘extras’’ provid- 
ed by the teachers in former 
vears have been missing. 

The teachers also took their 
cause to the public, picketing in 
front of their schools in the

Andover teachers will be receiving raises of about 
10 percent, far more in reality than the 6.25 figure 
they accepted last Friday. 

School Chairman Frank Griggs said at last week’s 
meeting, attended by some 500 teachers and tax- 
payers, that track and step increases add another 
four percent to the across the board hike. 

Teachers go up a step simply by virtue of another 
year’s experience. They advance a track by adding 
to their education as well. The tracks include 
Bachelor’s, Bachelor’s +30 (30 hours), Master’s, 
Master’s +30, Master’s +60, and 

Griggs said the teachers’ salaries have been in- 
creasing at 10 percent a year for some time. 


Doctor’s. 


The average increase over the past three years, 
according to a printed schedule, has been 27.6 per- 
cent, or an average in dollars of $2848. 

Some 40 teachers have received increases of 
more than 35 percent over the past three years. 

On last year’s salary schedule (1974-1975), a first 
year teacher with a bachelor’s degree received $8,- 
555, while this year, at Bachelors Step 2 with a 6.25 
percent increase, he will receive $9,360 and next 


year, at Bachelor’s Step 3 with a 7.75 percent raise, 
he will receive $10,374. That’s a total two-year in- 
crease of more than 21 percent. 

The beginner for the current 1976-76 school year 
will now receive $9098 and next year’s beginner, 


$9794. 


At the upper end of the scale, a Master’s +60 
teacher, at Step 11 (11 years’ service), received 
$14,456 in 1974-75. This year, at Master’s +60, he 
will receeive $16,643, and next year, at Step 13, $19,- 
347. His two-year increase will be some 28 percent.

When negotiations broke 
down in the late fall, an in- 
dependent factfinder was called 
in. It was David Bloodsworth’s 
report last month that 
recommended the 7.5 percent 
increases. 

The school committee re- 
jected the report, countering 
with an offer of six percent this 
year and seven percent next 
year, An AEA membership vote 
accepted the report, but also 
set the date for the strike vote 
and began their work stop- 
pages. 

The committee agreed to go 
back to the table if the teachers 
ceased the stoppages, and came 
up with their 6.25 - 7.5 percent 
offer. They also called in the 
labor board. 


At last week’s school com- 
mittee meeting in the East 
Junior High Auditorium, Griggs 
said the labor board had been 
called in to look into the work 
stoppage. If the teachers were 
breaking the law, he said, they 
should be called to task. 

Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert agreed that there is a 
very serious question of active- 
ly taking politics into the 
classroom. He also said he 
thought even the question of a 
strike vote in Andover would 
have longterm effects inside 
the schools in teacher-to- 
teacher relationships, as well 
aS in school committee-to- 
teacher dealings. 

‘Everytime there is a source 
of dissatisfaction,’’ he said, 
“there will be those who say, 
see we should have struck.”’ 

While Ahouse said a ‘‘ma- 
jority’’ vote of the committee 
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agreed to the settlement, 
Griggs last week said he had 
stuck to the six-six offer all 
along. 

‘I went to six-six as the upper 
limit to settle and that was it,”’ 
he said. ‘‘It didn’t work.” 

Seifert added this week that 
there were ‘‘no good guys or 
bad guys” in the contract dis- 
pute. 

‘In this town,”’ he said, ‘‘we 
need: to learn to deal with 
differences of opinion instead of 
considering everything either 
right or wrong.” 

“This right and wrong 
business,’ he went on, ‘‘causes 
tremendous negative impact on 
the running of the schools.”’ 

Seifert said that after the con- 
tract is actually signed, he will 
be making recommendations on 
improving communications in 
the future, between the com- 
mittee, the teachers and the 
public.

Ilow many 6-4 centers are 
there in college basketball today, 
and how many of them can say 
they've performed admirably 
against some of the nation’s most 
lalented big men? 

Carnell Cooper can, 

Battling against seemingly dif- 
ficult odds has become a habit 
for Cooper, a 6-4 Yale junior. A 
native of rural Dillon, S.C., 
Carnell attended segregated 
schools there through the ninth 
grade. At the suggestion of his 
junior high school guidance 
counselor, Cooper decided to at- 
tend Andover High School under 
the auspices of the ABC (A 
Better Chance) program in the 
town of Andover. 

“At first IT was afraid of the 
ABC opportunity. [I decided to 
pursue it, because I wanted a 
good education and the overall 
challenge the program would 
bring.” Carnell says. 

Cooper excelled at Andover as 
an honor student and athlete. He 
starred on three conference 
championship basketball teams 
and was named to the All-State 
lcam, after averaging 20 points 
and 16 rebounds for his senior 
season, Carnell showed his 
ithletic versatility by winning 
the state championship in the 220- 
vard dash and anchoring a state 
championship 880 relay team. 

Naturally,. Cooper was 
recruited by a number of 
colleges. [ronically, one of them 
was the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and the recruiter was 
the current Yale coach, Ray 
Carazo, then an assistant at 
Pennsylvania. Carnell chose 
Yale, with athletics a secondary 
consideration in his mind. ‘T 
wanted a combination of an ex- 
cellent university and a fairly ur- 
han school I wanted to get into a 
city environment where my 
cducation would come first and 7 
could do some community 
work,” says Cooper. 

“Coop” found Yale to his lik- 
ing, and his freshman year per- 
iormance on the basketball court 
was one indication. He led the 
Gullpups to an impressive 13-4 
campaign and paced the 
freshman team in scoring (15.2) 
and rebounding (13.6). For his ef- 
forts he received the John C. 
(Cobb Memorial Award as the 
team’s Most Valuable Player. 

The story of Cooper's 
sophomore year was one of in- 
consistency. Although he dis- 
played outstanding potential, the 
6-4 leaper was not able to es- 
tablish any real continuity to his 
game. He was shuttled in and out 
of the starting lineup and per- 
formed best as a sixth man. In 
truth, Carnell never got un- 
tracked. “‘I was nervous out 
there as a sophomre. Very often I 
went with things that I wasn’t

sure of and played outside my 
abilities. I've learned not to do 
that this year,”’ he says. 
Indeed, Cooper has been a very 
pleasant surprise for the Elis this 
season. He has overcome many 
of his erratic tendencies and has 
found a home, not on the bench, 
but as a starter. “Carnell has 
done it all for us this year. He’s 
been our most consistent per- 
former. I’ve been really pleased 
with his rebounding.

Hopefully Agreement 


Will 


Result In Harmony 


With the school committee and Andover Educators 
Association reaching agreement on a new contract this 
past week, hopefully there will be a return to har- 
monious relationships between both sides. 

The negotiations, which extended over a year and a 
half before being resolved, no doubt resulted in some ill 
feeling between both groups along the way. 

We are not at all sure that, quite possibly, the 
teachers’ group was not merely interested in financial 
considerations in all this, but possibly in drawing atten- 
tion to some morale problems as a result of recent 
decisions by the town’s electorate in placing some 
members on the school committee. 

Such tactics, if true, of course are unwarranted, since 
recourse should be reserved for the ballot box, rather 
than drawing public attention to a considered problem. 

The effect of recent school actions, including the 
lengthy negotiation process, of course, is being reflectd 
in the annual.town election. 

What once was a prestigious and much sought after 
local elective office is being avoided this year. 

As of early this week, there were only four candidates 
for the school committee, an office which, in recent 
years, commanded much more attention. 

Court proceedings and the collective bargaining 
process which must be endured by school committee 
members have apparently dulled the allure which once 
accompanied membership on Andover’s school com- 
mittee. 

We trust that, from such problems which have beset 
the political climate around the school department in 
recent years, some lessons can be learned, the principal 
one being that one must be reasonable. 

Persons of varying educational philosophies have 
been elected in recent years on the basis of their being 
either liberal, conservative, or moderate. 

That they espouse a particular philosophy and work 
diligently for implementation of ideas based on such 


theories is well and good, but to be adamantly against 
listening to those of opposite view is, in essence, a viola- 
tion of the democratic process. 

When the school board and teachers reached an im- 
passe, and a serious one a week ago, the situation 
stemmed from a stern attitude on both sides, as we see 
it, with no thought to reasonable compromise. 

The compromise came only after Labor Relations 
Board officials stepped in and viewed the differences as 
petty and practically ordered a settlement. 

Aside from the teacher-school board negotiations, we 
still find the attitude of suspicion surrounding the ac- 
tions of the school committee on some issues, by 
members of the community. | 

Should problems result from the effort to get the 
traditional school program underway, regardless of the 
reasons, the advocates of change will insist that the ad- 
ministration was determined that it would not work. 

These are examples of what we mean by the need for 
some attention to reasonable understanding among not 
only the elected and appointed school administration, 
but the general public as well. 

We shall always have honest differences of opinion on 
issues involving education and educators. 

But rather than the ranting, raving, and accusatory 
tactics of recent years, we would rather have some 
philosophical adherents with an open mind when such 
differences arise. 

With the settling of the contract issues this past week, 
hopefully some harmony will be forthcoming and the 
teachers will return from vacation next Monday 
prepared to concentrate on education rather than con- 
cern for salary and work conditions. 

And, with a municipal election on the horizon, we 
would further suggest that the candidates be viewed not 
so much for their philosophy, but by how well they can 
listen to the people they are elected to serve and weigh 
the merits despite firm, personal commitments.

Rumor Has Ford Sending Nixon to China

WASHINGTON — Official 
Washington is whispering about 
Richard Nixon again. The 
speculation in the backrooms is 
that President Ford will appoint 
his predecessor as our represen- 
tative to China. 

The White House won't admit 
officially that the idea is even 
being considered. But there are 
a few straws in the wind, which 
have stirred the whispers. 

First, the post is open. The last 
representative, George Bush, 
resigned to take over the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

Second, Richard Nixon is the 
Chinese Communists’ favorite 
American. 

And third, the appointment 
would please the diehard Nixon 
supporters who now comprise 
the political base of the Presi- 
dent's rival, Ronald Reagan. 

The Chinese, meanwhile, 
have made extraordinary pre- 
parations for the Nixon visit. Our 
sources say the Chinese plane, 
which will pick up the Nixons, 
will be equipped with special 
medical supplies. These will in- 
clude anti-coagulants in case 
Nixon's phlebitis flares up. 

Nixon's expenses, incidentally, 
will be paid by the Chinese. But 
the taxpayers will be stuck with 
the salaries of the Secret Ser-

The most forlorn folks in 
Washington, meanwhile, are the 
Chinese Nationalist diplomats. 
According to protocol, they out- 
rank the Chinese Communists -- 
the Nationalists have an em- 
bassy in Washington, the Com- 
munists only a lowly diplomatic 
mission. 

Yet US. officials have been 
courting the Chinese Com- 
munists and cold-shouldering the 
Chinese Nationalists. We have 
learned, for example, that the 
Nationalist Ambassador, Jimmy 
Shen, requested a White House 
briefing after President Ford 
returned from Peking. The re 
quest was turned down. 

Then Ambassador Shen asked 
to see Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. Again, Shen was 
refused. The Nationalists had to 
settle for an Assistant Secretary 
of State, Philip Habib, who stop- 
ped off in Taipei to brief Premier 
Chiang Ching-Kuo. 

Ambassador Shen has 
suffered similar misfortunes on 
the cocktail circuit. The two 
Chinas, of course, don’t recognize 
each other. So Washington's 
famous hostesses are obliged to 
choose between them. The 
Chinese Communists are the

Nuclear Teapot: The 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion is quietly investigating a 
new theory that has frightening 
implications. If the theory is cor- 
rect, reactors could blow their 
lids like teapots. This would 
release deadly radiation into the 
atmosphere. 

The theory is this: There is a 
slim but real possibility that the 
fuel in a nuclear power plant , 
could melt down and come in 
contact with water. If this should 
ever happen, according to the 
theory, it could cause a steam 
explosion as powerful as the 
bomb that was dropped on 
Nagasaki. 

It would blow the top off the 
power plant and produce an 
enormous cloud of radioactive 
waste. The danger, we emphas- 
ize, is remote. But many respon- 
sible scientists believe it is possi- 
ble. 

There are 60 reactors around 
the country that, theoretically, 
could blow like a teapot, and 
many more are under construc- 
tion. 

Incompetent Bureaucrats: 
An internal administration re- 
port has concluded that the 
bureaucrats at the Social 
Security Administration simply 
are incompetent. 

“Overall quality or compe- 
tence, dedication or motivation, 
and efficiency of the working 
staff,” says the document, “are 
below appropriate levels.” 

The report acknowledges, for 
example, that the employees 
waste a lot of time. This causes 
delays and hardships for the 
aged and the disabled who de- 
pend upon their Social Security 
checks.

In a single day in August, 1975, 
for example, faulty instructions 
caused the computers to issue 
$10 million in overpayments to 
1,500 very surprised recipients. 

Cheap Veep?: There is a 
presistent rumor in Washington 
that Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller is a “skinflint.” The 
story is only partly true. 

He has given away more than 
$2 million. You can’t call that 
cheap. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, for example, received 
a $50,000 gift of appreciation 
from Rockefeller. Kissinger, at 
least, must think Rockefeller is 
generous. Rockefeller has also 
loaned more than $480,000 to 
friends and relatives. 

It would be fair to say, 
however, that Rockefeller has no 
idea what money means to the 
average American.

His aides merely take 
care of his bills, so that

million. Yet he often has to ask 
an aide for change to make a 
telephone call. He has also been 
known to question the size of tips 
that his aides leave behind in 
restaurants. Rockefeller has ob- 
jected that even standard tips 


are too large.
